VIRGINIA REPUBLICANS SETILE 
THEIR DIFVERLNCES, 


AND BILLY MAHONE ISSUES A CALL 


For a State Convention at Norfulkin August, 
and Instructs How Delegates Are to 
Be Certified to the Convention. 


WasuHrInaton, July 19.—Tho committee of 
five from the republican national executive 
_ Committees, consisting of Chairman (Quay, 
Vice-Chairman Clarkson, of Iowa; Treasurer 
Dudley, of Indiana; Mr. Fessenden, of Con- 
necticut, and Mr. Hobart, of New Jersey, has 
been in conference here for three days, with 
aview to harmonizing the troubles in the re- 

iui Wednesday was 
devoted to hearing what are known as the 
anti-Maiione republicans, headed by Colonel 
Brady, member of the national committee for 
Virginia, and V. D. Groner, chairman of the 
anti-Mahone state committee. Thursday was 
devoted to hearing the Mahone, cr regu!ar re- 
ublican case, represented by Gencral Mahone, 
Congressman Bowden and two representative 
republicans from each congressional district in 
he stacc. Brady and Groner, the anti-Mahone 
element, first submitted to arbitration and 
pledged theniselves to abice by tiie decision of 
the nacional comimiitee, and the Mahone side 
showed a similar cesire to reach unity through 
the aid of the national committee. 

Today a conclusion was reachod by the na- 
tional committee approving of the call fora 
staie convention to be issued by William Ma- 
hone, 28 chairman of the regular committee, 
and Mr. Brady, on behalf of the other side, 
concurred in this action of the cominittee. 

The compiaint of the a.ti-Mahone repudbli- 
cans wasthat they had not been allowed to 
have jres and open conventions in preciuct, 
county and state; that the chairman of party 
committees appointed by Mahone’s chairman, 
always named the temporary chairman and 
secretary of the precinct and couniy conven- 
tions: an did not give free and open conven- 
tions for the expression of individual republi- 
Can preverence. < 

The cailfor the state convention to be held 
on the vd ot August isso broadened as to give 
the protectis thus asked. It provides that 
preci! county conventions shall elect 
their own otiicers, and that tleir permanent 
chairinau aud secretary shall certify delegates 
elected by the chairman of the state commit- 
tee. Ji also provides that the first duty of the 
state coiuvention, after the reading of the call, 
shal! be to have read the list of delegates cer- 
tified Ly the county conventions to the state 
commitiee. It also provides that dissenting 
deleyates shall be admitted to seats on the iloor 
of the convention.

Major Damrell Kecounts What Has Been 
Done For ft. 

WasHINnGTON, July 19.—The work of im- 
proving the harbor at Mobile, Major Damrell 
says, in hisannualrepert to the chief of en- 
gineers, was begur in 1827. In the first thirty 
years appropriations by congress amounted to 
$225,500, and the resuit was a ten foot chan- 
nel ‘(wo hundred feet wide over the bar. From 
is57 to 14570 no work was done, but in the next 
live years $401,000 was appropriated with the 
view Of securing a thirteen foot channe! and it 
was accomplisued in 1576. In 1501 the project 
of securmg a seventeen foot channel two 
hundred feet wide was begun, tle estimated 
cost being 5820,000. Up tu 1886, 8750,000 were 
appropriated and expended. A seventeen 
foot channel, seventy~iive feet wide was 
opened in 1882. In 15+7, the project of dredg- 
ing the channel twenty-three feet deep was 
broached and approved in August, Isss. This 
Was estimated tu cost $1,080,000, It will cost 
SU0,000 annually io keep it open after being 
dredged. During the last tiscal year tie 
depth of 22.8 feet was once reached, the 
averages depth being nineteen fect. Major 
Damre!l reports that ¢600,00u can be expended 
next year on the work. During the year 
1558 ’s0, 240 vessels of greater draught 
than thirteen feet passed through the chanuel 
without delay. ‘he total number of en- 
tranees and clearances at Mobile curing the 
year was 430, with a tonnage of 239,500, Col- 
lections were $20,179; value of exports $5,102,- 
GGT; of imports, $155,502. For other improve- 
ments under discharge, Major Damrell recom- 
mended: appropriations as fotlows: Black 
Warrior river, Ala., £500,000; Warrior. river, 
S8.000; Tombigbee river, $25,000; Noxuba 
river, 23,000; Pascoquola river £50,000; Harbor 
at Biloxi bay, Miss., $19,0U0; Pearl river, 
oto, VOU. 

TENNESSEE RIVER. 

The improvement of tho Tennessee river, 
under charge cf Colonel Barlow, covers 803 
miles of that stream, from the mouth of the 
north fork of the Holston, at Kingsport, 
Tenn., to Paducah, Ky. ‘Fhe work is divided 
into several sections, and Colonel Bariow 
recominends the following appropriations for 
the ensuing year: Above Chattanooga, 104 
miles, £500,000; below Chattanooga, 456 miles, 
including Big aud Little Mussel shoals, 
$1,500,000.

THE STREETS TURNEDINTO RAGING 
RIVERS. 


SEVERAL CLOUDBURSTS REPORTED 


While the Thunder and Lightning Plays Its 
Part in the Elementary Disturbance— 
Crops Injured and People Drowned. 


Crircaco, July 19.—About 10 o'clock last 
night one of the heaviest thunder storms of 
recent years visited Chicage. At1o'’clock on 
Thursday morning, the thermometer registered 
86 degrees. The weather did not grow any 
cooler during the night, and all day yesterday 
the heat was frightful. Moisture surcharged 
the atmosphere and made the sun’s rays aimost 
unbearable. Last night the rain poured down, 
the streets were tlooded and gutters were run- 

Audiences at the theaters were 
of sheiter just at the time when 
rain was the fiercest. In ten min- 
utes after the theaters closed not a carriage or 
cab of any desciiption could be had. The 
sireet cars were crowded to their fullest ca- 
pacity. The town’s transportation facilities 
were exhausted, and hundreds of people con- 
gregated under awnings and in doorways. 

THE ELECTRICAL DISPLAY 
that accompanied the rain was remarkable. 
A number of buildings and residences were 
struck by lightning, but the damege in all 
cases was slight. The rains flooded the cellars 
in the southwestern portion of the city, and 
many basements of the down town business 
houses, doing ‘great damage. Many cheap 
basement jodging houses were flooded and 
lodgers driven out on the streets. The rapidity 
of the rainfall was unprecedented in~ this lo- 
cality. In a period of twenty minutesit aggre- 
gated cne inch, and altcegether reached 1.64 
inches. In many of the basements, Chincse 
laundries, the Chinamen were found perched 
on their iables this morning. 
Cloudburst in West Virginia. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., July 19.—A cloud 
burst on Elk river this morning dida great 
deal of Gamage to lumbermen and farmers. It 
rained al! night, accompanied by severe thun- 
derand lightning. The rain feil in such tor- 
rents that all hillside streets were flowing with 
angry streams. The bank of the Ohio canal 
at York street broke andthe water poured 
from the canalin a great fleod. The cellars 
and first floors of several dwellings at that 
point were filled with waiter and a stream sev- 
eral feet deep ran down York street and Cen- 
tralavenue. The occupants cf tho first tloors 
in soute of the houses were rescued with diri-

Advices from other parts of the state show 
that yesterday aiiernoon and last night heavy 
rains fellin inany places. A cloudburst is re- 
ported at Lancaster, which caused a big wash- 
out on the Columbus, Hocking Valley and 
Toledo raiiway. At Logan. Ohio,.a heavy rain 
caused much damage tothe crops. Lightning 
struck a house in the village of Georges, in 
Franklin county, aud set it on fire and burned 
half the town. At Marysville, Ohio, great 
damage was done. Lightning struck the elec- 
tric light works, ruined the dynRmo and put 
out the lichts of the town. 

l-ad News From Kanawha Valley. 

Pittszure, Pa, July 19.—A_ special from 
Parkersburg, W. Va., says: , The greatest dis« 
aster which ever befell Little Kanawha Valley 
came last night in the shape of a terril.le cloud 
burst which has completely flooded the county, 
destroying many lives, carrying off thousands 
of dollars in property and = ruining crops for 
many miles. A deluge fell here about dusk 
and continued to fallin torrents, doing much 
damage in the city. The worst of storm struck 
the lower side of the Kanawha, {filling smal! 
tributaries frm bank to bankand ending inf 
the worst flood within in the recollection 
of the _ oldest inhabitants, In three 
hours the Kanawha raised six feet and ran 
out With such velocity that it carried every- 
thing before it. At this point thousands of 
logs and anumber of boats went out or were 
sunk. Mrs. Isaac H. Tucker, Martin Lawless 
and an unknown man were drowned.

tig Tygart valley is completely ruined. 
big mill near its mouth went out and 
took Tygart bridge with it. in the 
valley all the fences, crops and: much live 
stock was lost. At Chestervilie, a small town 
about ten miles above, half the residences 
were carried off bodily and left in the corn 
fields. 

In Clay district a fine church 
dwellings were wrecked. 

About noon information was received that 
the steamer Oneida had been wrecked and 
sunk at Enterprise, above. A still later re- 
port came that the steamer C. C, Martin was 
sunk at Burning Springs. The Little Tygart 
is also roported completely ruined. 

A SCENE OF TERROR, 

BisMARCK, Dak., July 19.—A wild, terror- 
izing scene was witnessed near Standing Rock 
agency late yesterday afternoon when the ter- 
rific thunder storm was at its heighth. Light- 
ning was darting about, striking in numerous 
spots near by, and the Indians rushed in a 
inass, howling and whooping, in abject fright 
and superstition to the shelterof their wigwam. 
At lasta blinding flash of lightning, accom- 
panied by a deafening clap of thunder, came 
from the heavens, and actually shook the 
earth. The lightning struck a wigwam a few 
rods below tne agency, in which were huddled 
five terrified indians, instantly killing White 
Horse and Black Eagle, and stunning another 
so that he will not recover. The other two 
were unconscious for many hours and were re- 
stored after hard labor by friends. 

THUNDER STORMS IN MONTANA. 

St. Pau, Minn., July 19.—A Pioneer Press 
special from Fort Belknap, Mon., says that 
the heavy rains of the past ten days culminated 
last tightin a tremendous thunder shower, 
which tlooded theentire Milk River Valley 
from Assiuaboine to a point twenty-five miles 
east of Chinook. The streams are rapidly 
rising, and fears are expressed for some of the 
railroad bridges, only afew inches more of 
water being needed to carry them off, 

HEAVY RAINS IN DAKOTA. 

Granvo Forks, Dak., July 19.—The past 
few days have been extremely hot. Tuesday 
night there Was one of the heaviest rainfalls 
that ever visited this section. The counties of 
Bottineau, Rolette, Ramsay, Nelson and Trail 
ail needed rain and they gotit in profuse 
quantities.

Yesterday the sun fairly boiled every- 
thing and now itis feared damage has been 
done the crops in Grand Forks, Walsh and 
Pembina counties.

' Governor Lowery Determined to Prosecute

Jackson, Miss., July 19.—At the governor’ 
oftice today was to be seen that official, J. M. 
Miller, attorney-general; J. M. Neviile, dis- 
trict attorney of the second judicial district, 
Which embraces Marion county, where the 
Sullivan-Kilrain prize fight took place. Quite 
an array of law books were piled up on the 
governor's table, and each of the three gentle- 
men seemed intent in their investigation. 
Neville came here direct from Purvis, 
Where he is engaged in getting up 
evidence against those taking part in the 
fight, directly in answer to a summons from 
the yovernor. A telegram in papers about De- 
tective Norris being after Mitchell and Don- 
Ovan in the city of New York was read in the 
governor’s presence, but elicited no remarks. 
itis believed the conference today was in re f- 
€ relce to instituting proceedings against the 
New Orleans and Northeastern railroad for 
forfeiture of its charter and that papers will be 
iiied in the second judicial district within the 
next two days.

Dubveur, Ia., July 19.—This city is just ro- 
covering from an invasion of Mormon flies, 
such as was never before known. Wednesday 
night these pests came up from the river in 
great swarms and gathered around the electric 
lights. People were compelled to abandon the 
streots, and morning newspapersand telegraph 
offices were compelled toclose their windows 
and doors to escape torinre..

Pacific Mutual, $3,000; Standard accident, 
$5,000: United States Mutual Accident, S7,- 
500; Peopte’s Accident, $15,000, and various 
assessment associations, £20,000. Of thisamount 
of losses $175,000 has already been paid to 
beneficiaries and as fast as proofs are made, 
the money is distribuied. One remarkable 
instance is that of the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance company which had over 1,000 poli- 
cies in Conemaugh valley and sustained only 
three losses. The money is being paid by the 
insurance companies as fast as it is ascertaiued 
towhom the money belongs. This is a great ques- 
tion and many new and strange complications 
have arisen and will arise and many suits 
must, of necessity, follow.

A long section prescribes the duties of the 
state board and of the county boards. 

The state board shall meet at least twice a 
year in their ofiice in the state capitol. The 
county boards shail meet regularly every three 
months. The appropriation asked for is to 
come from the n loney colipocna as special 
taxes from physicians. 

Every practicing physician and surgeon in 
the state shall make a report to the ordinary of 
his county within ten days of the death of any 
person under his charge, with such informa- 
tion in regard thereto as‘may be required by 
the state board of health. Where there is no 
physician in attendance the coroner shall 
wake such report. 

Another provision is that every physician 
and every widwile shall report to the ordinary 
within ten days the birth of every cllld com- 
ing within their practice. 

It shall be the duty of every physician and 
surgeon in Georgia to farnish to’ the clerk of 
the state board within ninety days of the pas- 
sage of this act, and within thirty days after 
commencing practice after that time, his full 
name, post tice address, and what school of 
medicine he practices. 

Violation of any section of this act is a imis- 
demeanor, to be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing 2100.

The money so collected is 
set apart as acommon school fund- Each tax 
receiver, in taking lists of personal property, 
shall ascertain by oaths or aftirinations of the 
owners and make returns upon their state- 
inents of the number of dogs over three months 
of age within their jurisdic tion. Every owner 
of a dog shail place an arbitrary value upon 
that dog, and that valuation shall be taxed 
like other personal property. The comptroller 
general is to furnish the tax receivers of the 
state with the necessary blank sheets and forms 
It shall, moréover, be unlawful for 
any dog unaccompanied by any person to be 
at large away from the premises occupied by 
the owner of such dog, and any such owner 
knowingly permitting any dog to be so at large 
shall be liable to a fine of $5 for every such 
offense, the same to be collected with the costs 
of prosecution.

ABANDORGANIZED TO KITT WOOL- 
FOLK FOR HIS CHINE. 

The Story Toldtoa Répart er of the Times—A 
Member of the Band Now a Cifizen of 
Brunswick—How It Was to Be Done. 

From the Brunswick, Ga , Times. 

There are timesin lives of 
they seem disposed to unlock the vaults of 
iInemory and confide the most selemn and 
Sacred secret to their fellow men. These ex- 
periences come to men when they are op- 
pressed’ by dreariness and solitude—w vhon one 
is Wholly absorbed in dreams and visions of 
the past. Tho burdened soul- would often re- 
call these confessions made in an unguarded 
moment, but, alas. they can never be recalled, 
and one cannot fail to appreciate the following 
lines 

“Careful with fire is good advice, we know: 
Careful with words ts ten times doubly so. 

Following up iss introduction, the reporter 
makes the astounding statement that there is 
now living in Brunswick a man who holdsa 
inembership in the Woolfolk mob—a mob or- 
ganized to mete out justice to that monster, 
Thomas G. Woolfolk, in case the strong arm 
of the law does not quickly place the mur- 
derer beyond their reach. 

A few nighis agothe reporter was on St. 
Simonsg@gland. Nearly all the guests of the 
hotel had retired, and possibly old ocean’s 
moaning waves sang them a sweet lullaby as 
they closed their eyes inslumber. Sleep 
not to all, however. The reporter was surels 
depre ssed, and not finding the longed for rest,he 
arose, dressed himself and went for a stroll on 
the beach. The night was dark and dreary. 
A thick and eminous mist shrouded the stars, 
The vivid lightnings fiashed in the dist- 
ance, while the rumbling thunde: 
sounded like the mingling of many, 
winds. Tie reporter had not 
gone far on his restless pace before his atten- 
tion was arrested by the tlash of a match just 
a few feet in — e. Jie quickened his gait 
in the direction of the light, and soon encoun 
tered a fellowman Sitting upon the stranded 
wreck of some unfortunate dupe and secin- 
ingly oblivious of all surroundings, The ap- 
proach was so sudden as to tities the lonely 
, but the interchanging of a few words 
banished all fear, for the two were old ac- 
quaintances. The two then sat down and 
were svor absorbed in the discussion of topics 
then agitating the public mind. Finally, the 
reporter turned upon the Woolfolk trial then 
in progress at Perrv, and among other ques 
tions, asked his « pm pansion thus: 

‘Do you think’ Woolfolk will ever hang ?”’ 

“T do not think anything about that,’ was 
thereply. ‘‘I know positively that Wvooifolk 
will hang.’ 

“But how do you 
asked. 

“Well, I have a secret which 1 have kept 
for many a year, and which 1 have thought to 
keep through life: but as you insist, 1 shail 

take you intomy confidence.” 

The reporter’s curiosity was by this time 
thoroughly aroused, and having promised to 
keep ail names from the public, his informer 
thus proceeded : 

“T was living at ——-——, Ga., when the 
news of that terrible butchery spread like 
wildfire over the country. It was but a fow 
hours’ journey to the scene ot tho murder, and, 
in company with several friends, I started for 
the Woolfelk plantation. On arrival at the 
house, I saw there what is impossible for me 
to describe and what the papers have but 
faintly outlined. That scene was so vividly 
impressed upon the canvas of my vision that 
death itself will never be able to remove it. 
But Iam digressing. The first question dis- 
cussed by those present was: ‘Whe isthe author 
of this crime?’

In response to this 
summons, I proceeded at once to the spot re- 
ferred to, and to my surprise found twenty-six 
men in solemn counsel. I knew at a glance 
what this meant. I knew that this 
band of m?n was outraged by the 
heinousness of the crime and that they 
proposed to do away with the tediousness of 
court proceedings by hanging Tom Woolfolk 
upon the spot. I joined them heart and hand 
and after making some arrangements, of which 
I must not speak. we all returned to the house 
for the purpose of carrying out our plans. The 
Officers were too shrewd, however. They had 
suspected this movement on our part and had 
hurried their prisonerto Macon. We mounted 
our horses and went in hot pursuit, but our ef- 
forts were of no avail. Woolfolk had been in 
jail fully fifteen minutes before our arrival 
ard hence wo were compelled to await another 
chance. That night we held a meeting in 
Crump park, and, aftera good deal of discus- 
sion, it was thought best that we should make no 
further attempt to secure our victim. The 
members then shook hands and went to their 
different homes, each one promising to answer 
any call the -secretary might make.

‘Toward theclose of the 
trial, Treceived ashort ‘etter saving that my 
presence was needed in Macon. I returned by 
tle first train and again found the same twenty- 
six awaiting me. ‘The last day of the trial was 
athand. Various conjectures were made in 
regard io the verdict. Some thought the pris- 
oner would be acquitted; others that he would 
hang. Another meeting was called and this 
organized band determined thai the Jury 
should pronounce the prisoner guilt 
Every member was in the court ieee n 
when the jury returned. We were 
all armed to the teeth and had that jury ac 
quitie d.‘Toni We oli ik, lie would have been 
riddied by twenty-seven bullets. The jury 
pronounced him onilty , however, and we went

erry. I went, aud if Woolfolk had not been 
pronounced guilty again, | would have been 
one of twenty-seven who have made it their 
business to put an end to this brute.”’ 

The reporter could not induce his friend to 
say anything further, but the public may rest 
assured that sooner or later, Thos. G@. Woolfolk 
will pav lhe penaity for thatcrime which has 
not an equal on record.

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Georgtia’s Volunteer Soldiers. 
The recent military congress in Atlanta 
has called public attention to the status of 


ourcitizen soldiery, and Adjutant-Genéral - 


Kell’s jiast report, with the recommendations 
of the alvisory board, will make interesting 
reading just now. 

With allthe facts before us it cannot be 
denied that the state has a very small and 
a very poorly equipped military force. We 
have taken hardly any steps to carry out the 
constitutional provisions c oncerning the or- 
ganization and equipment of our military. 
We donot pay the adjutant-general’s depart- 
ment enough to keep it in good working 
order, and the volunteer companies are 
neglected. 

ur military officials believe that more 
money is needed for this branch of the 
state’s service, and are in favor of holding 
every volunteer for at least one year’s ser- 
vice, compelling each company to annually 
go into camp for at least a week. 

It is unnecessary to enumerate or enlarge 
upon the details connected with an efficient 
military system. It 1s enough to say that 
we have no such system now, and are not 
Jike!y to have it until we spend a little 
money on it, and carry out the recommenda- 
tions of the o'Ncials and the military men 
Wholhave given their attention to these 
matters. 

Georgia ought to have the finest corps of 
volunteer companies in the south Atlantic 
states, Good soldiers make good citizens, 
and the cultivation of the proper military 
epirit, instead of being warlike inits tenden- 
cy, is one of the best safeguards of peace 
and puliic order. Thesethings are worth 
thinking about as we go along.

The Inter-Ocean at once sniffed treason in 
the alr, and uitered a howling protest.

After waiting 
a few days this sentinel on the watch tower 
aired iis crievance again. It declared that 
our use of the state flag wasa slight on the 
national flag, and said that if its informant 
had complained to a home paper, he would 
have been ‘‘inade a mark for those chivalric 
aitentions so characteristic of the decaying 
Lourbons of the south.’’ 

All of which is utter bosh. The national 
flag is frequently displayed in Atlanta on 
proper occasion on public and private build- 
ings. [ut we also have a. state flag—a 
pretty one, and we are proud of it. We 
know when to use it, and have no apologies 
to make. ‘The dedication of our state capi- 
tol was distinctively a local or state affair, 
What was the matter with a state flag on 
such an occasion? 

{t is about time for the Inter-Ocean to un- 
derstand that we propose to run our local 
affairs down this way without asking advice 
from ontside. ‘The nationa! flag is our flag, 
and we know when to hoistit. The state 
fiaz is also our tlag, and we propose to flaunt 
it when it suits our pleasure.

Some time ago Tue CONSTITUTION 
printed an advertisement of the Patterson 
Milis company, of Pennsylvania, proposing 
to move their plant nearer to the cotton 
fields, if a proper site could be found. 

The president of the company proposed 
to furnish allthe machinery necessary for a 
cotton-spinning mill, to be built at some 
point in the south, and to take stock in the 
mill at the value of the machinery rated at a 
low price. 

The advertisement called forth more pro- 
posals than the president of the Patterson 
company was able to reply to, but among 
the bids received, he accepted that of the 
citizens of Rock Hill, South Carolina, and 
the cotton mill will be erected there in time 
to use 2 portion of this year’s crop in the 
manufacture of goods, 

Three new enterprises of this kind have 
been organized in South Carolina recently, 
aud this is only the beginning of a move- 
ment that will finally culminate in the 
transfer of all the cotton mills of the north 
to the south.

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Qucer Journalism, 


Some of our metropolitan editors have 
queer ideas of the ethics. of journalism. 
Here is the New York Commercial-Adver- 
tiser, for instance, which has been trying 
to make a sensation by uncovering the au- 
thor or authors of the series of blackguard 
letters printed in the North American Re- 
view over the signature of ‘‘Arthur Rich- 
mond.”’ 

Among other statements the Commercial- 
Advertiser declared that it had been in- 
formed by a trustworthy person that Mr. 
Julian Hawthorne was the author of at 
least one of the letters. When the charge 
was brought to the attention of Mr. Haw- 
thorne he promptly denied it, and stated 
further that he had not even read the let- 
ters. 

The Commercial-Advertiser, however, 
continued to insist that its informant was a 
trustworthy person, and finally the editor 
wrote to Mr. Iiawthorne cffering to open 
his columns for any statement. In re- 
sponse to this offer Mr. Hawthorne writes a 
letter in which he not only makes his de- 
nial as explicit as it can be, but declares 
that the statement originally printed in the 
Commercial-Advertiser isan absolute and a 
gratuitous falsehood. 

The Commercial-Advertiser then proceeds, 
in the face of this explicit denial, to reiter- 
ate the charge. It says:

Asa matter of fact, so farasthe political 
Significance of the letters goes, it inakes very little 
difference whether Mr. Hawtho-ne participated in 
their preparetion er not. His connection with them 
would be a maticr of rersoual in'erest only. 

Ifow can there be a question of veracity 
between a gentleman who signs his name 
to his letter and an anonymous sneak who 
hides behind the cloak with which the 
editor provides him? Ifthe editor of the 
Commercial-Advertiser is willing, as he 
says, toleave the matter where it is, he has 
avery narrow view of his obligations to the 
public and to his own readers. To con- 
front Mr. Hawthorne with an anonymous 
charge was bad taste at the outset; to insist 
that there is a question of veracity between 
him and a person who is afraid to uncover 
himself is inexcusable.

This is a mere suggestion, 
however. 

Our own opinion is that Atlanta is the 
place for any wor!d’s fair held in the United 
States, but as Atlanta will have other 
schemes of her own on hand in 1892 just as 
important, just as practical and just. as 
profitable, New York ought to be the 
piace, We observe that the Philade!phia 
News alludes to New York as an un-Amer- 
ican and a foreignized city, but no city that 
contains twenty thousand southern and one 
hundred thousand New England Americans, 
to say nothing of the western and native 
element, can be described as a foreignized 
town. 

The great body of the people in New 
York are Americans, and patriotic Ameri- 
cans at that; but they are so pushed to the 
wall by the contingencies and circumstances 
of competition that they have few opportu; 
nities to give their public spirit fair play. 
The great trouble about New York is that 
the most prominent and public spirited of 
its citizens belong to what is called ‘‘so- 
ciety,’’ and society there, as elsewhere, has 
its cliques and its jealousies. 

The result of this sort of thing was made 
manifest in the quarrel that preceded and 
followed the centennial celebration and 
ball. New York will have to steer clear 
of such queer episodes if the world’s exnosi- 
tion is to be made a success in i892. Let

It ishinted around Boston, according to 
the New York Herald, that the Western 
Union Telegraph company has appiied for 
an injunction restraining the Bell Telephone 
company from organizing and establishing 
its long-distance plant. 

The claim of the telegraph company is 
that its business will be materially injured, 
if not ruined, by long-distance telephoning. 
No doubt this is true, but what interests 
have the courts in a matter of that kind? 
The public has a greater interest at stake 
thanthe Western Union. If long-distance 
telephones will increase and cheapen the 
means of communication, so much the bet- 
ter for the people. 

The remedy of the Western Union is not 
inthe courts, but in Jay (ould’s breeches 
pockets. It has been inihe habit of buying 
up important inventions and suppressing 
them to prevent their use by rival concerns, 
and its only escape from the long-distance 
telephone is to buy out the Bell company 
and suppress the concern. 

We charge Mr. Gould nothing for this 
advice. 4 

The State and the Railreads. . 

Some of our proposed railroad legislation 
demands a second sober thought. 

Already the capitalists who are interested 
in building up Nerfolk claim that the un- 
friendly railroad legislation in Georgia has 
inspired w feeling of distrust in railroad clr- 
cles, and the prediction is made that the 
liberal policy of Virginia will build up im- 
portant railway systems in that state which 
will place tlie Virginia ports ahead of all 
the southern ports except New Orleans. 
The Norfolk people believe that the exten- 
sion of the seaboard route through the Car- 
Olinas and Georgia to Fiorida will draw the 
produce of those states to Norfolk for ship- 
ment, and that pending legislation in 
Georgia will frighten off the railroad men 
who have contemplated building competing 
lines. 

There is enough in this outside view of 
the situation in our state to make us stop 
and think. We havesome of tic finest ports 
on the Atlantic coast, and they have been 
growing and increasing their business, while 
the railroads have been branching out and 
aiding the rapid development cf every nart 
of the commonwealth. Any policy which is 
even supposed to menance these progressive 
and prosperous conditions should be vigi- 
lantly and jealously scrutinized. Whenwe 
build up our ports, and enjoy numerous and 
cheap transportation facilities, agriculture, 
commerce and every interest in the state 
will flourish. But if we fall into the mis- 
take of adopting what our Virginia friends 
call ‘‘antagonistic railroad legislation,’ our 
present great highways of traflie will be em- 
baressed, competition will be checked, and 
the rival systems which are the hope of 
Norfolk will be strengthened, and will drain 
ourterritory without developing it or in- 
creasing the business of our home ports. 

This glimpse of the situation as outsiders 
view it, isa warning that should be heeded,

IS THE EARTH A BOMB? 


And May We Ali be Blown Into Eternity by 
a Natural Gas Explosion? 

NEw Bruxswick, N. J., July 15.— 

Apropos of the recent Interview published in the 
Herala with Professor L. W. Thickstun, of Me- 
tuchen, Concerning the possibility of an upheaval 
of the earth Caused by a natural gas explosion, I 
secured from Mr. Thickstun yesterday an explana- 
tion of his ideas, which is asstartlingas it is ime 
portant. 

“Natural gas in Western Pennsylvania, Eastorn 
Ohio and in some other parts of the country,’” said 
he, “isone oj the things the public is thinking 
about with some degree of apprehension. Canital 
in large amounts has b@en invested in its produe- 
tion, or rather its capt (re andinits applicationasa 
heater audasan illuminator. Millisns of Collars 
find-profitabje employment in this manner all cover 
the extensive territory known as the oil regions. 

“In Pittsburg alone enough natural gas is con- 
sumed daily to give sufficient amount of Jicht for 
the needs of the largest city in the world. North of 
Pitisburg 120 miles, at Erie, and allthe way be- 
teen the two places, naiural gas isfound in neariy 
every neighborheod where proper tests have been 
made. Inail other directions trom this busy and 
prosperous maenufaciufing centre, gas has been 
found in quantities apparently inexhaustible. 

**A reservoir of vast proportions, oF Many reser- 
voire, must have Leen provided for by nature to 
contain what gas has already e eaped from wells 
and whatis yet stored awayinthe boweis of the 
earth Extensive deposits have also been found in 
the western counties of our own state as well as in 
Pennsylvania and Olio, How far the openiuss ¢x- 
tend below the earth’s surface is not known, but 
the subterranean cavern or caverns were 
abounds must be of great magnitude, 

“Gas began toappear in Jarge quantities soon after 
the first wells on Oil creek were finished, Colonel 
Drake drilled the first o!l well near Titusville, Pa,, 
during the summer of 1879, and at a’dey th of sixty- 

tine feet he struek oil. That was a pumping and 
not a flowing well.

Docs our 
atmosphere rush in to take the places vacated, or is 
gas forming constantly to keep the leaking tanks 
full? Will too uch of ouratmophere move from 
thie outside to inside of the earthto the injury of 
animal and vegetable life? 

‘Worst otall, willtheair mingle with the gas 
under our feet and thereby enable it to ignite anrd 
explode? Ifany explosion comes will it blow up 
alithe oil regions from the great lakes too old 
Virginia, and will the Allegheny nr ountains stand 
between us and all barm? Do oceans of natural gas 
extend f om T.tusville tothe mountains, and trom 
the mountains to New York, and is it possible for 
hese lakes—as unmanageable and as unsafe as 
dynamite—is it possible for them to be set on fire at 
the same instant? 

“Some of these interrogatories may seem absurd 
and not worth the ink it takes to print them or the 
time itrequires to read them; but then again, sup- 
pose they are ali pertinent? Suppose the last one 
turns out to be a fact as well as a question, what

The coroner’s jury brought in a verdict of 
voluntary manslaughter in the Pelot case yes- 
terday. 

It would have been justifiable homicide 
but for the fact that there was a difference of 
opinion. The majority of the jury said justi- 
fiable homicide, but there were some of the 
jurors who wanted to make it murder. 

The testimony of officers Db. S. Looney and

PROJECT FOR ITS ESTABLISH- 
MENL DISCUSSED.

Atlania Considered the Best Point in the Coun- 
try—What an Expert Has to Say—The Plan 
Proposed, 


Atlanta may have a new rolling mill. 

A gentleman who las been prominent in 
mill construction in different parts of the 
country has been in the city fora few days 
quietly working on hi? new project. 

That genticman is Mr. Lewis Schofield, for- 
merly a resident of Atlanta. 

“I have been in the rolling mill business 
fifty years,’ he said in reply to a question, 
‘“fand have built no less than eleven rolling 
mills. I think I know how. I was with 
Peter Cooper for sixteen years, and put up the 
Coaper and Hewitt mill. I am eeventy-four 
years old now, and have been out of active 
business for ten years; but I want to build one 
more mill, and I want to build it here in At- 
Janta, which I believe tobe the best possible 
opening for the sort of a mill I propose.” 

Then he told of his project. 

“Atlanta,” lic argued, ‘isthe center of a 
circle the radius of which is about 150 
miles long. I lived here for eighteen years, 
and when I left I said I would come back 
some day and build a mill. As Isaid, I think 
the tines ere ripe, for L have figured the mat- 
ter very closely. <AtialiiassS ths enter of a 
territory peculiarly itsown. In the circle in- 
dicated there is now made ten or twelve tons 
of scrap iron a day that 1s now sent off to Cin- 
intiand the north because it cannot be 
cd here. My planisto build a furnace 
turn out not more than thirty tons 
per day, utilizing this scrap iron I spoke of 
and pig from Cedartown, say. For a mill 
turning out thirty tons per day, the markets 
right at hand; for more than thatI cannot 
say.’”

A few cavs ago Mr. M.

To a 
reporter of the Macon Telegraph he said he 
was satisfied thatthe watch wasstolen from
